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The Space Tug 


The Space Tug is now under study in 
the United States as a part of the 
post-Apollo space programme. The 
Tug shown here, designed by Grum- 
man Aerospace Corporation, would be 
delivered to the moon or into earth 
orbit. Tugs delivered to the moon 
would shuttle men and equipment 
between lunar orbit and the lunar sur: 
face. Tugs placed into earth orbi 
would provide an inter-satellite trans- 
port system. 

The lunar landing tug pictured is 
fitted with landing gear and cargo 
deployment kits, The standard three- 
man crew module is on top, the pro- 
pulsion module on the bottom. This 
version would weigh 70,000 pounds, 
including 40,000 pounds of liquid 
hydrogen oxygen propellants and 
13,000 pounds of cargo. 

By replacing the landing gear and 
cargo bays with satellite capture kits, 
the lunar landing Tug could be con- 
verted to an earth orbit Tug for manned 
servicing of satellites and for assem- 
bly of large vehicles in space.

It was found 
that the electric undersoil heat- 
ing, based on a system of buried 
wires, caused the soil to cake 
together so that rain would not 
drain through but stood in 
pools on the field. The solution: 
lay a £30,000 system of lateral 
pipes through which the water 
can drain. Hot air can be blown 
through to melt snow and ice 
and water can be piped in 
during dry spells.

MOON WHEELS 
COME TO EARTH 


N July two Apollo astro- 
| nauts will climb aboard 

their Lunar Rover and drive 
off on a cross-country explora- 
tion of the moon. 

Their moon car will be the 
second set of wheels to bite 
into moon dust, following the 
pioneering explorations of Rus- 
sia's Lunokhod 1, begun in 
November, 1970. 

Even before Apollo 15 lands 
on the moon, designers at 
Grumman Aerospace Corpora- 
tion are finding uses here on 
earth for their moon wheels. 
The illustration shows the 
wheels adapted to a 500-Ib. 
U.S. Army jeep to improve its 
performance when driven off 
the road. 

The inventor of this lunar 
roving vehicle wheel is Grum- 
man engineer Edward G. Mar- 
kow. After years of testing 
various moon wheel configura- 
tions on a variety of surfaces, 
Mr. Markow recently said, “Re- 
sults now suggest other pos- 
sible uses, particularly for the 
conventional off-road vehicles 


Two interplanetary probes 
have provided an unexpected 
bonus for scientists. Mariner 6 
and 7, which took close-up pic- 
tures of Mars in 1969, are now 
miniature planets orbiting the 
sun and have proved Einstein’s 
theory of relativity. 

The theory says that the 
speed of light (or radio waves) 
is less in the gravity field of the 
sun. Scientists have found that 
tadio signals from the Mariners 
did indeed slow down as they 
passed the sun.

Grumman is also developing 
a remote-controlled roving 
vehicle guided by television 
cameras—an American Lunok- 
hod. Its uses on earth might 
include automatic pipeline in- 
spection or repetitive farming 
activities.

Dr. Anderson of the Jet Pro- 
pulsion Laboratory in Cali- 
fornia said that the Mariner 
signals were delayed by 0.2 
milliseconds (one-fifth of one- 
thousandth of a second), just as 
predicted by Einstein’s theory. 


GIANT TELESCOPE 
IN U.S.S.R. 


The largest radiotelescope in 
the world is being built at Zelen- 
chuk, U.S.S.R. The 1,970-foot- 
diameter dish is supported on a 
ring of pylons and is non-steer- 
able, like the previous record- 
holder, the 1,000-foot bowl at 
Arecibo, Puerto Rico. 

The telescope will operate 
synchronously with the world's 
largest optical telescope, also at 
Zelenchuk, in the mountains of the 
North Caucasus. The optical 
telescope is 138 feet high and has 
a 236-inch mirror. The two giant 
telescopes are the main instru- 
ments at a new astrophysical 
observatory of the U.S.S.R. 
Academy of Sciences.

OOK at this four-legged 

walking machine. It's 

just about the nearest 
thing to a science-fiction robot. 
But it’s real. And it works. 

Lumbering along at 5 m.p.h., 
it can b over obstacles 
placed in its way. On level 
ground, it can push a half-ton 
load easily with one foot. On 
any kind of terrain, it can use a 
single foot to lift a 500-pound 
package onto a truck. Yet it 
can stand on an egg without 
breaking the shell. 

Amazing? Well, yes, but in one 
important respect the mechanical 
walking machine isn't really like 
the robots of science fiction: it 
doesn't have a mind of its own. It 
needs the brain of a human 
operator to contro! its move- 
ments. 

The mechanical walker is, in 
fact, one of the new “man-ampli- 
fication” machines that multiply 
man’s muscle-power, just as com- 
puters multiply his calculating 
power. 

The secret? An_ ingenious 
system known as “force feed- 
back" which lets the operator 
“feel” exactly what the machine is 
doing. In the case of the walking 
machine, the man at the controls, 
sitting among a maze of pulleys, 
levers and gauges, feels part of 
the force every time the machine's 
legs touch anything. In this way, 
he can set the mechanical feet 
down heavily like an elephant 
stamping, or as lightly as a 
feather. 

The machine is powered by a 
petrol engine and hydraulic pumps 
and weighs 3,000 pounds. The

workman fitted with this extra 
muscle-power will be able to 
lift half-ton loads without exert- 
ing force or getting tired. And 
his new-found brute force will 
be matched with delicate finger- 
tip control. 

Right now, muscle multipliers 
of this type are in the experi- 
mental stage. And the American 
firm which invented them thinks 
they have a very bright future. 

Just think of the factories where 
men merely flex their muscles to 
lift loads that today need cranes! 

Or of troops or disaster relief 
squads equipped with a battery of 
walking machines! 

In space, mechanical muscles 
may one day replace men on some 
flights. A ground-based astro- 
naut would strap on a control- 
harness fitted with duplicates of 
the main controls on board an 
orbiting space ship. To operate a 
switch inside the craft, he would 
merely press the twin switch on 
his harness. This and every other 
movement he made would be 
converted into electronic im- 
pulses and beamed to the space- 
craft. Simple, but smart—robot 
spacecraft with the superior brain 
of man to guide them.

HEN a Streatham 

hairdresser snap- 

ped photographs 
of an unusual object in 
December, 1966, he was 
unaware that one of his 
pictures would confirm a 
“flying saucer’’ shape re- 
ported byaWilmslowpolice 
constable earlier that year. 
As for the rest of his photo- 
graphs, all that can be said 
of them is that they helped 
to deepen the mystery. 

First of all, we'll have a 
look at that police report. 
Police Constable Colin 
Perks, aged 28, of the 
Cheshire Constabulary, 
was checking the backs of 
a row of shops in Alderley 
Road, Wilmslow, at 4.10 
a.m. on the cold, clear 
morning of January 7, 1966. 
Suddenly he heard a soft, 
yet penetrating high- 
pitched whine. 

He turned around aid, 
looking to the east beyond 
a car park, saw a solid- 
looking object hovering 
about 35 feet above the 
grass of a meadow. It was 
about 100 yards away, and 
its sharply defined upper 
surface was glowing eerily 
in a greenish-grey colour. 
Pc. Perks said that there

was released on March 2, 
1966, and Messrs R. H. B. 
Winder and G. W. Creigh- 
ton interviewed Pc. Perks 
on behalf of Flying Saucer 
Review.

was a dome on top of the 
object (as shown in the 
replica of his sketch), while 
the base appeared dark, 
circular and flat. This 
circle was estimated to be 
30 feet in diameter. 

The constable watched 
the motionless object for 
five seconds. He admitted 
he was frightened, but said 
he kept his wits about him. 
Suddenly, withoutachange 
in its sound, the UFO 
moved rapidly to the ESE, 
past a tree, over a hedge 
and beyond nearby houses. 

Officials at Ringway Air- 
port could offer no ex- 
planation, and enquiries 
at Jodrell Bank Radio Tele- 
scope also drew a blank. 
Ministry of Aviation rep- 
resentatives investigated 
the report but made no 
comment.

December 15, 1966, was a 
miserable day: one of the 
shortest daylight days of 
the year, and cold and wet 
as well. With an afternoon 
off from his work as a 
hairdresser, Mr. Anthony 
Russell was standing at 
the front west-facing win- 
dow of his flat in Lewin 
Road, Streatham, London. 
He had just acquired two 
new 2x converters for his 
Zenith 3M single lens (135 
mm.) reflex camera, and 
was testing them for reso- 
lution, with the camera 
aimed at the gable of a 
house on the other side of 
the road. 

Suddenly he saw a dark 
object drop like a stone 
into his line of sight, stop 


dead, hover, and then drift 
downwards with a falling- 
leaf motion. Mr. Russell 
had the presence of mind 
to “slap the camera to 
infinity” and to make sever- 
al exposures with one con- 
verter at 1/125 sec. He 
added the other converter 
lens and managed to take 
just two more shots at 
1/25 sec. The second of 
these was snapped as the 
object was moving away, 
after which it shot swiftly 
upwards and disappeared. 
Mr. Russell estimated that 
the object was in view for 
about 1} to 2 minutes. 

A weather report con- 
firmed what was already 
known, but added that visi- 
bility was 2 miles that 
afternoon. The wind was 
10 knots. Weather bal- 
loons released that day 
could not have made their 
way to London. 

Photos 1 and 2 were the 
only ones in the first group 
taken which were “‘on tar- 
get’; photo 3 was the first 
of the second group. There 
is a “distant'’ image in 
photo 4, but it is too weak 
to reproduce. The shape 
in Photo 1 (seen in focus 
beyond the nearby gable 
and chimney support bar) 
reminds us of Pc. Perks’ 
drawing of the Wilmslow 
‘saucer’.

The puzzling feature of 
Photos 2 and 3 is the re- 
markable shape changes 
which the UFO underwent. 

Mr. Russell is no ‘‘be- 
liever"’ in flying saucers, 
and remained sceptical 
when interviewed by 
Messrs. Winder and 
Creighton, and the author. 
A photographic expert as- 
sured us that the object, 
which Mr. Russell thought 
was about a mile away, 
must have been the size of 
a car. Even so, nobody 
else in Streatham, or Toot- 
ing Bec, reported having 
seen it, while Mr. Winder, 
an engineer, learned from 
London Airport (Heathrow) 
that nothing had been re- 
corded on the radars. 

It has been suggested 
that during a quick des- 
cent, an object could have 
avoided the sweep of the 
radar beam, thereafter re-

maining hidden from 
radar view in the ‘‘ground 
clutter”. Such a theory 
implies intelligent con- 
trol, but there is nothing to 
confirm this.
